Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 6/30/08 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 13-14, 20-21 and 24-26 are allowed. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 6/30/08 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 10/650,505 and 
10/648,429 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/30/08 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Applicant's point is well taken that it is contrary to the object of Marciniec's invention to apply 
Cain's plate to the method of Marciniec. Marciniec has surface roughening across the surface to 
detect areas of contamination, and there is no motivation to add a plate to provide for more 
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uniform processing across the surface since to do so would cause the accuracy of the evaluation 
to be at least lower if not impossible.
